Nixon Will Meet With Japanese 


Confidence Is Stated 
For Prisoners Release 


C U S T E R , S.D. (UPI) — Sen. G eorge S. 
McGovern said today his pledge to keep a residual 
force in Thailand if North Vietnam refuses to 
relase U.S. prisoners was only a “ gesture,” and 
he acknowledged that it probably would not force 
Hanoi to free the POWs. 
McGovern told a news confer­ 
ence, however, that he was 
confident all the prisoners 
would 1m; released within 90 
days after he takes office after 
the United States stops the 
bombing of the North and with­ 
draws all U.S. forces from In- 
do China. 
McGovern said he had no 
private assurance from Hanoi 3 
ieaders that this would happen, 
but he contended history shows 
that prisoners cannot be re­ 
leased until the war is complet­ 
ed. 
At the first news conference 
he has had in two weeks, the 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
date said his plan to keep U.S. 


forces in Thailand after the 
withdrawal from Jndo-China 
was “ more of a gesture than 
anything else.” 
Asked what good this would 
do in convincing North Vietnam 
to 
release the prisoners, he 
said, “ probably not much.” 
He said he was certain that 
resumption of bombing of North 
Vietnam would not free the 
prisoners either and pledged 
“ we won’t begin the bombing 
again.” 
McGovern served notice on 
his staff during the weekend 
that he expects the younger 
members to cooperate fully 
w ith party regulars who fought 


his quest for the presidential 
nomination. McGovern was still 
counting on the political new­ 
comers, led by Gary Hart, 33, 
for the organizational backbone 
of his campaign. 
McGovern pointedly empha­ 
sized to his followers in an all­ 
day strategy session Saturday 
that their war with the tradi­ 
tional power brokers of the 
party must he ended. 
Lawrence F. O’Brien, the 
former Democratic National 
Chairman, w'ho was not a part 
of McGovern’s pre-convention 
organization, has emerged 
more clearly than ever as a top 
figure, in the McGovern organi­ 
zation. 
McGovern expressed dismay 
to his staff at stories he said 
were “ planted” in the press by 
someone on his staff that 
O’Brien would be a mere fig­ 
urehead—-with the title of cam­ 
paign director but no real au­ 
thority. 
He said he was “ furious” 
about these reports and empha­ 
sized that O’Brien would be- 
given an adequate budget and 
staff to begin traveling across 


the country to win support from 
elected officer holders, state 
and county democratic leaders 
and other officials of the party. 
Some of these regulars are 
bitter at McGovern’s team, 
which out organized and out­ 
worked them in many areas of 
the country during the struggle 
for the nomination. 
“ They’re a great staff,” 
McGovern said. “ But during 
the last two or three weeks, 
during the confusion surround­ 
ing the convention, things have 
been attributed to my staff that 
happen not to be true.” 
The story that O’Brien would 
be helping with the campaign in 
name only is one of them, 
McGovern said. He said 
O’Brien was “ one of the best 
m^n in American politics” and 
“ the most experienced single 
person we have in the cam­ 
paign” . 
On top of that, he said, 
O’Brien has “ a wide range of 
friends and contacts” and “ the 
new politics ought to appreciate 
him...he’s almost the perfect 
link” betw-een the older and 
newer elements in the party. 


WASHINGTON (UPIV-Presi- 
dent Nixon will attempt to re­ 
pair strained relations between 
the United States and Japan by 
flying to Hawaii Aug. 31 for a 
two-day meeting with newly- 
elected Japanese Prime Minis­ 
ter Kakuei Tanaka. 
The talks, which will cover 
“ the full range of U.S.-Japa- 
nese relations,” are expected to 
concentrate on the two nations’ 
stance toward mainland China 
and America’s $3 billion trade 
deficit with Japan. 
Announcement of the meeting 
was made simultaneously in 
Washington and Tokoyo Sunday 
night, shortly after Nixon re­ 
turned to the White House from 
his Camp David, Md. mountain 
retreat. 
“ Prime Minister Kakuei Tan­ 
aka of Japan has accepted the 
invitation of President Richard 
M. Nixon to meet in Hawaii on 
August 31 to Sept. 1 for an 
exchange of views on relations 
between the two countries,” 
White House * Press Secretary 
Ronald L. Ziegler announced. 


“ The President will be accom­ 
panied by Secretary of State 
William P. Rogers and his As­ 
sistant for National Security 
Affairs I)r. Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger.” 
The announcement came just 
one day after Tanaka received 
an invitation from Chinese Pre­ 
mier Chou En Lai to visit Pe­ 
king. 
Relations between Washing­ 
ton and Tokyo suffered some 
strain last year when Nixon 
made a pair of startling an­ 
nouncements. The first, on July 
13, 1971, said the White House 
had undertaken direct relations 
with China's leaders and that 
Nixon would visit the country. 
The other, made on Aug. 15/ 
1971, was the President’s new 
economic policy which included 
the imposition of a surtax on 
foreign imports and currency 
controls. 
Japan was left in an awkward 
position by Nixon’s attempt to 
ease hostility towards China. 
The Japanese, who had been 
following Washington's lead in 


relations with the Chinese gov­ 
ernments, were caught off 
guard by the new American 
attitude. 
The mooting, to be held one 
week after the Republican Na­ 
tional Convention in Miami 


Beach, was reportedly ar- 
ranged by Kissinger during his 
three day trip to Japan last 
month. Kissinger extended Nix­ 
on's invitation to Tanaka and 
his chief rival for Prime Minis­ 
ter, Takeo Fukuda.

The mood of MacGregor was 
judiciously confident: “ You 
would have to be very optimis­ 
tic if you were in my shoes,” he 
said. 
It was apparent that MacGre­ 
gor is among those who would 
prefer Republican speakers and 
pamphleteers to emphasize 
Nixon’s* record and reduce 
grim 
negative campaigning 
against Sen. George McGovern 
Vice President Agnew called

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Israeli Plane 0ver 'Secrecy' Policy 


T E L AVIV (U P I)—Several 
Egyptian surface-to-air (SAM) 
missiles were fired at two Is­ 
raeli aircraft today on a routine 
patrol cast of the Suez Canal, 
the military command said. 
The planes were not hit and 
they returned safely to base, 
the command said. M ilitary 
spokesmen said the missiles 
were fired from the Egyptian 
side of the canal. They said the 
incident occured at 3:45 p.in 
(9;45 a.m. EDT). 
The action followed soon after 
Egyptian President Anwar Sad­ 
at said m a nationwide speech 
that his country would fight 
Israel to regain Arab land. 
Sadat last week ordered 
home some 15,000 Soviet mili­ 
tary tdvisers. In his speech 
today he said Egypt would fight 
alone if necessary. 
The command did not say 
how many missiles were fired 
nor were they identified by 
name. Egypt is known to pos­ 
sess th<1 Soviet built SAM2 and 
SAM3 missiles A number of the 
advisers ordered to leave by 
Sadat were believed to 1m* work­ 
ing with the Egyptian missile 
s> stem.

The issues that separate the 
President and McGovern “ go 
fundamentally to the morality 
of the United States of Ameri­ 
ca," he told about 300 persons.

The hole w as five 
inches in diam eter and it would 
enable officials to check air 
quality and to listen for signs of 
life. 
The trapped men were be­ 
lieved to be in two locations — 
four in one area and five in 
an o th er.

tary supplies and research as 
the “ minimum program essen 
tial for our national defense/'

defense needs as the Senate 
took up the defense bill

the largest authorizing mea 
suros it will handle this year 
and one which was expected to 
provoke several days of spirited 
debate. 


Sharp controversy was ex 
pert<*d over a $444.5 million 
authorization for continued re 
search and development on the 
B 1 bomber, $906.4 million for 
the Trident submarine and mis 
sile program , and $299 million 
for initial work on a fourth 
nuclear-powered aircraft car 
rier. 


A fight also may develop over 
the anti ballistic missile (ABM) 
program. The bill would limit 
deployment of the system to 
one site —at Grand Forks, N.D. 
U nder the arm s ag reem ent 
President Nixon signed with the 
Russians, another ABM site to 
protect Washington, I).C., may 


also be built 
Summing up his opening de 
fense of the measure as written 
by his Armed Services Commit 
tee, Stennis pointed out it was 
$2.7 billion below what Nixon 
requested 


“ It represents the largest cut 
recommended by the commit 
tec at least in the last few 
years,“ he said 
At the same 
time, if provides the minimum 
needs for our national defense.“ 


The.H ouse earlier passed a

The Senate also called up for 
a final round of debat«* this 
evening D em ocratic L eader 
Mike Manfield’s proposal to re 
quire withdrawal of all U.S.

planes attack Nam Hong vil 
lage in North Vietnam Satur­ 
day. 


The letter, datelined “ Nam 
Ha (province in which Nam 
Hong is located), Sunday,” said 
in part: 
“ To an American pilot.

pilot,

dropped two bombs -one with 
thousands of steel bullets — 
over the village with three 
churches near the river in Nam 
Ha Province yesterday morning 
at 9.30, you will surely be satis­ 
fied when I tell you that they 
were not wasted in vain. You 
killed two women in a rice 
paddy, wounded another six. 
All women, all Catholics. So the 
church bells rang for mourning 
se n ice when we left the village 
an hour later. 
“ A m ilitary target? Well, we 


both know there wasn’t any 
there Just a village with three 
churches and a lot of people, 
working in the water drenched 
fields. No antiaircraft battenes, 
no rockets, no railroad, no oil 
pipe, no trucks, nothing — ex 
cept human beings, peasants ” 
Oeste, who was the newspa­ 
per's Washington correspondent 
for six years and covered the 
war in Algeria, the Congo and 
Indochina, said he witnessed 
the bombing from a mile’s dis­ 
tance. He said the village was 
attacked before the planes con­ 
tinual to Nam Dinh City on the 
other side of the river to drop 
“ splinter bombs ”

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PEACE CORPS RETURNEES 
Adjusting Hard For Many

Ginger Getman, a former Peace Corps 
volunteer in Sierra Leone, found it diffi­ 
cult to readjust to American life after 
two years in West Africa. 


“ In Sierra Leone,” she explained, “you 
travel on a public lorry with chickens 
and if you stop at a junction you buy 
oranges for everyone. There’s an enor­ 
mous sense of community one doesn't 
find in the United States.” 


For Sue Ostberg, a former volunteer in 
Columbia and currently a Harvard Law 
School student, the return to America 
demanded a continuation of volunteer 
service. “I was so used to helping people 
and I found that I needed this very badly. 
So, I joined the Harvard Law School 
Voluntary Defenders, which represent 
clinets in district court.” 


Patricia Gilhaus, too, found a rocky 
road to readjustm ent after 24 months as 
a teacher and medical aide in Afghani­ 
stan. 
“ After two years in the Peace Corps,” 
she commented, “ the idealistic part of 
you is beaten out. You observe those 
around you here in the United States who 
are deep into 'causes’ . . . political and 
social. And you wonder if they know 
w hat’s really involved.” 
For all of these returned volunteers, 
the question is: “ Did those two spartan 
years of service do anybody .. . including 
yourself . . . any good?” 
According to a survey of 1,581 returned 
Peace Corps volunteers by pollster Louis 
Harris, 91 per cent thought the experi­ 
ence had been “ very valuable” to them 
personally; 41 per cent considered it of 
benefit to the United States; 74 per cent 
felt the sendee had been of little value to 
the host country. 
“ I couldn’t begin to make a dent in 
changing the teaching methods in my 
host country,” said a volunteer recently 
returned from teaching in West Africa. 
“ When I returned home and thought 


about it, I wondered why I had even 
bothered to go.” 


Doubts like this force many returned 
volunteers to reevaluate their experience 
on a strictly one-to-one basis. Did I 
bridge the culture gap between myself 
and even one of those I was sent to help? 
Such cross-cultural friendships are 
judged more valuable than long term 
Peace Corps developmental projects (ar­ 
chitectural, educational, health, for ex­ 
ample) according to interviews with vol­ 
unteers returned from South America, 
West Africa, Afghanistan, and Southeast 
Asia. 
The Peace Corps, inaugurated in 1961 
by President Kennedy, was set up as a 
volunteer agency (minimum age, 18) de­ 
signed to assist developing nations which 
requested it in their efforts to expand 
economically and socially. 
The organization has for the past few 
years come under increasing criticism 
from both within and without. 
By 1966, when Jack Vaughn replaced 
Sargent Shriver as director, requests 
from host countries were beginning to 
fall off. At the close of the Peace Corps’ 
first decade, nine governments (Somalia, 
Tanzania, ibya, Malawi, Cyprus, Gabon, 
Indonesia, Mauritania, and Pakistan) had 
either ordered or asked it to leave their 
countries permanently. 
Although the reasons were often politi­ 
cal (military coups or anger at U.S. 
support of Israel during the 1967 Arab- 
Israeli war for example), many countries 
objected to the presence of swelling 
numbers of foreign teachers in their 
schools. 
O thers com plained th at the Peace 
Corps could not provide the necessary 
skilled workers. (Up until 1966 , 85 to 90 
per cent of the volunteers were liberal 
arts types. 
By 1969 that figure had 
dropped to only 60 per cent. And by 1971, 
it was 29 per cent.) 
Criticism from within rose in the 1960’s 
generated largely by disillusionment over 
the Vietnam war among the college 


constituency, which makes up the largest 
portion of Peace Corps volunteers. Let­ 
ters signed by volunteers all over the 
world poured into the White Houvse and 
U.S. newspapers protesting that the gov­ 
ernm ent w as p racticin g w ar while 
preaching peace. 
One such letter to the New York Times, 
signed by 24 volunteers in Brazil, stated 
that there was “a contradiction in repre­ 
senting a government which is engaging 
in war while serving that government in 
the Peace Corps.” 
Full-scale Peace Corps operations were 
temporarily threatened by a $1.53 billion 
cut in the foreign aid appropriations bill 
for fiscal 1972. Joseph Blatchford, the 
current director, ordered plans drawn for 
the recall of 2,300 of the 8,000 volunteers 
serving abroad. However, at the last 
minute, President Nixon used his execu­ 
tive authority provided by the foreign aid 
bill and transferred other funds to the 
Peace Corps, permitting it to continue 
operating at full strength. 
Those volunteers who reenter the do­ 
mestic labor force often discover they 
have acquired a perspective geared to 
today’s job market. These include less 
concern for money and m aterial goods, 
an increased concern for human welfare, 
and a broadened cultural perspective and 
background. 
Social service agencies remain the 
most common job choices, best conform­ 
ing to the returned volunteers’ humani­ 
tarian concerns. However, these options 
are limited and interest in returned 
volunteers is not as strong as it was in 
the early 1960’s. 
Explains John McAward, director of 
the Peace Corps’ Northeast Regional 
Office, “ As the Peace Corps loses its 
luster through time, the number of orga­ 
nizations who want to have Peace Corps 
volunteers diminishes.” 
According to the Harris Poll, graduate 
schools absorb the largest number of 
returning volunteers.

Pedestrian versus motor ve­ 
hicle accidents are mounting to 
an all-time high, and with the 
approach of summer and more 
people out on our roads, the 
chance of an even higher num­ 
ber is probable. 
In 1971. based on a study done 
by the California Highway Pa­ 
trol. the following information 
developed 
Most auto-pedestrian acci­ 
dents occurred during daylight 
hours, approximately 60 per 
cent to be exact. Nearly two- 
thirds occur from noon to about 
8 p m. and reaches a peak at 
about 4 p.m. to 8 p.m. Over 50 
per cent of the auto-pedestrian 
collisions under CHP jurisdic­ 
tion occur during the three 
days, Friday, Saturday, Sun­ 
day, with approximately 50 per 
cent of *he pedestrian victims 
under the age of 15. 
It was found through investi­ 
gation that the pedestrian-mo­ 
tor vehicle accidents are viola­ 
tion of right-of-way; failure to 
obey traffic signals, and not 
crossing at proper crossing 
points. 
The rules for pedestrian traff­ 
ic are as binding as those for 
drivers, and the pedestrian has 
the same obligation to acquaint 
himself with the traffic laws 
that pertain to him.

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OverhaulOf Communist 
Party Is Being Hinted

MOSCOW 
An overhaul of Communist 
Party ranks - the first since 1954 — is 
under preparation here. 
Party meetings now are being held 
across the country to plan for the ex­ 
change of party cards that is to take 
place in 1973 and 1974. 
The purpose of the re-registration will 
be to weed out “ careerists, slackers, and 
those who enjoy the privileges of mem­ 
bership hut do not pull their weight in 
party work.” 
What the Kremlin seeks is a more 
disciplined and perhaps leaner party 
capable of exercising effective leadership 
over every sphere of Soviet life. 
It seems to Ik* proceeding with utmost 
caution in this sensistive matter. To allay 
concern that the issuance of new cards 
signals a massive purge such as rocked 
the party in the 1930s, Pravda recently 
published a long editorial stating that 
this is not to be a “ chistka” or “ clean­ 
sing,” the term used for a purge. 
In the past, said the party newspaper, 
purges were aimed at removing alien 
• lass elements and were necessary be­ 
cause of the class struggle in the country. 
But socialism now’ is victorious, it added, 
and the party now can keep its ranks 
“ pure” without resorting to such dreaded 
measures. 
This is to be more than a mechanical 
swapping of cards, however. It will 
involve a close inquiry into the record of 
each party member to determine his 
discipline, performance, ideological qual­ 
ifications. and personal habits, and it is 
possible many thousands will be dropped. 
Ever since 1965 there has been an 
effort to reverse or slow down the party 
growth that took place under Nikita S. 
Khrushchev by recruiting fewer mem­ 
bers 
Even so, membership today stands at 
14.6 million, about 9 per cent of the adult 
population, and has evolved the party 
well beyond Lenin’s original concept of it 
as a small, tightly disciplined group of 
professional revolutionaries. 
Yet there have been indications that 
the leadership wants to reduce the rate of 
increase of membership and to maintain 
the image of the party, which is the 


nation’s ruling body, as a highly selective 
“ vanguard” of the working people. 
The drive for quality throughout the 
ranks comes at a time when the nation is 
launched on an ambitious program to lift 
the economy and improve living stan­ 
dards. 
Ever since the 24th Communist Party 
Congress in 1971, the emphasis has been 
on discipline and on the need for im­ 
proved party control over economic, sci­ 
entific, and cultural activities. 
Reregistration of party members will 
take place at the level of the district 
party committees, of which there are 
more than 3,000 throughout the country. 
And the party is stressing that it must lie 
carried out in strict accord with party 
statutes and not “ formally” or “ passive­ 
ly.” 
At a meeting of the Moscow City 
Communist Party Committee early in 
June it was noted that a decision to 
withdraw a party card will require a two- 
thirds vote of a primary party organiza­ 
tion meeting and that responsibility for 
issuing new cards will rest with the 
secretary of the district party committee. 
The Moscow meeting also disclosed 
that the new- party cards, which will have 
a portrait of Lenin on them, will be valid 
for 22 years. The cards issued in 1954 
were good for 16 years.

By l .P. INTERNATIONAL 
Typhoon Tcss dwindled to a 
tropical storm off the Korean 
peninsula today, leaving a 
weekend toll of nearly 30 people 
dead and 25 missing in Japan. 
Torrential rains fell again to­ 
day or. Manila and Central Lu­ 
zon in the Philippines where 
two weeks of devastating floods 
have killed more than 250 peo­ 
ple. 
Tess, moving at 31 miles an 
hour, had lost most of its force 
after disrupting Japanese air. 
sea and rail transportation and 
was headed for North Korea’s 
port of Wonsan, 110 miles north­ 
east of Seoul. The storm pound­ 
ed south and western Japan 
over the weekend, killing 29 and 
leaving 25 unaccounted for. 
The South Korean Central 
Weather Bureau said up to four 
inches of rain were still expect­ 
ed in Korea’s southern coastal 
areas and a typhoon warning 
remained in effect. 
Since July 14, Manila has 
been hit with record rains and 
floods that have practically 
paralyzed the city. A heavy 
downpour fell again today on 
Manila and Central Luzon 
where nearly one million people 
art* reported homeless or isolat­ 
ed. Portions of Central Luzon, 
the Philippines ‘‘rice bowl” , 
have been flooded for two 
weeks and authorities have 
placed the death toll at more 
then 250.

The retired singer-actor sug­ 
gested he was called to testify 
before the House Select Com­ 
mittee on Crime in order to 
draw publicity to the congress­ 
men on the committee. 
"Sitting at the table the other 
day, I wondered whether it was 
any accident that I had been 
called down to Washington dur 
ing an election year, a year in 
which Congressmen had diffi­ 
culty getting their names into 
the newspapers because of the 
tremendous concentration on 
the race for the presidency,” 
Sinatra wrote. “ It certainly 
seemed that way.” 
Sinatra was called to testify 
before th<- committee after Joe 
“ The Baron” Barboza, a con­ 
victed felon, told a hearing last 
May that the crooner had in­ 
vested in two multi million dol­ 
lar hotels as a front for Ray­ 
mond Patriarea, a reputed New 
England Mafia boss. 
Sinatra said in the story 
printed under his own byline 
that it became apparent to him 
during the hearing that the 
matter could have been re­ 
solved in the privacy of a law­ 
yer’s office, "without all the 
attendant hoopla.” 
"But there are some larger 
questions raised by that ap­ 
pearance that have something 
to say to all of us,” Sinatra 
■>aid. “The most important is 
!he rights of a private citizen in 
this country when faced with 
the huge machine of the central 
government. 
In theory, Congressional in­ 
vestigation committees are 
fact-finding devices which are 
supposed to lead to legislation. 
In practice, as we learned dur­ 
ing the ugly era of Joe 
McCarthy, they can become 
star chambers in which ’facts’ 
are confused with rumor, gos­ 
sip and innuendo, and where 
reputations and character can 
be demolished in front of the 
largest possible audience.”

The Family Doctor 
Returns To Marin 


We thought the old-fashioned 
family doctor, who made house 
calls in the middle of the night, 
was a thing of the past. 
It is gratifying to know that 
the rural communities of West 
Marin are getting some of that 
old-fashioned treatm ent from a 
new breed of medical doctors 
who believe in the family doc­ 
tor approach. 


it is especially gratifying for 
the residents of West Marin, 
who were warned three years 
ago that they could not support 
even one doctor, let alone three 
or four. The trend in Marin 
then, as it was throughout the 
nation, was for specialization 
and gravitation toward popula­ 
tion centers. West Marin sud­ 
denly found itself without im­ 
m ediate 
m edical help and 
having to look to San Rafael or 
San F ran cisco for m edical 
care. 
Then cam e Dr. William E. 
Kaye, followed by Dr. Michael 
C. Whitt and his two partners. 
These doctors, while recogniz­ 
ing the need for trained special­ 
ists to handle specialized medi­ 
cal problems, believe that the 


general practitioner can still 
play an important role, particu­ 


larly in sp arsely populated 
areas like West Marin. 
As is apparent from Mary 
L e y d eck er’s report 
on Dr. 
Whitt s m edical p ractice in 
Point Reyes Station, the resi­ 
dents, both old and young, are 
voicing u n iv ersal approval. 
They welcome the old type 
family doctor who can minister 
to the needs of the entire fami­ 
ly — from pre-natal cases to 
children and adults. 
Because of the example set 
by these rural doctors, other 
medical technicians such as 
nurses and midwives are being 
attracted to West Marin. It is a 
pleasant and reassuring turn of 
events for a community, which 
only a few years ago faced 
virtual desertion from the med­ 
ical profession. 
In this age of specialization, 
we can be thankful that we still 
have the general practitioner 
who is willing to forego some of 
the advantages of big city prac­ 
tice to minister to the needs of 
the rural family, and at the 
family home if necessary.

Public officials love, to tackle sexy 
problem s like eartnqiiakes. It s a lot 
easier than going after the real ones th e y 
w ere elected to tackle. 


So if w as with great gusto the Legisla­ 
ture last week banned touring school 
children from the West Wing of the 
Capitol. The old wing, danm ed by a new 
study as unsafe in a m ajor earthquake, 
houses both the Senate and Assembly, so 
the children are going to m iss a lot on 
their popular tours. 


It would be uncharitable to suggest 
th a t the ban conveniently prevents the 
next genera’ion of voters from seeing 
w hat kind of job their representatives are 
doing. They still can glim pse legislators 
in action by observing com m ittees in the 
E ast Wing 
- if they can find a com m it­ 
tee with a quorum . 


THE GRANDSTANDING ban actually 
is a ploy to dram atize the "need" for a 
lavish new Capitol long planned by Sen. 
Randolph Collier, D-Yreka It strikes us,

The senator said that the Capitol has 
been dam aged only tw ice in the past 100 
years: in 1872, when dam age was m ini­ 
m al, and in 1892. when the a re a's g reat­ 
est recorded quake ren t the A ssem bly 
ceiling and cracked several colum ns. 
N either qualified as a m ajor earthquake 
nor was centered in Sacram ento, he 
added. 


THE REPO RT found “ no near surface 
fault displacem ent in or in close proxim i­ 
ty to Sacram ento during the past 40 
m illion y ears,” Behr noted. 
He concluded that he was “ very skepti­ 
c a l” about the proposed new Capitol, 
popularly dubbed the “ Collier tow ers.” It' 
would be far more sensible sim ply to 
repair the 
West Wing for som e $40 
million. Behr said, “ and direct our atten­ 
tion and money to m ore pressing priori­ 
ties in this sta te .” Amen.

In 
it, she traced the way in which the 
m angrove and coral and fishes depended 
on each other, and man eventually on all 
of them . 


Today, the Holiday Inn people have 
changed Ohio Key’s name to Sunshine 
Key, which presum ably gives a more 
cheerful aspect to life in the gigantic 
travel trailer park they have built on the 
Gulf side of the island. 


Superficially, the Holiday Inn project is 
no m ore nor less evil than the other 
cam per, mobile home and sim ilar sites 
that conservationists consider the worst.

With Youth Maturing Faster, 
Dad Has Less Responsibility 


Giving adult rights and privi­ 
leges to 18-to 21 year olds is al­ 
ready having some unforeseen 
iide effects, according to a 
rouple of researchers at Stan­ 
ford Research Institute. 
Although California young 
iople only won adult rights 
ind responsibilities in March, 
he researchers say some 
‘hanging trends are already 
ling seen. 
The old American dream of a 
•ollege education for every 
[man’s son and daughter may he 
vaporating, they say. 
With the 18-year-olds now 
having the right to establish 
heir own residences, incur 
[debts, marry and to make wills, 
parents are beginning to feel a 
lot less responsibility for them. 
THE KIDS ARE dropping out 
of school earlier, getting jobs or 
going on welfare, the research­ 
ers found. 
Manufacturers of luxury 
goods aimed at the youth mar­ 
ket — such as records, tapes 
and expensive ski equipment — 
are probably shuddering at the 
thought of a drop in customers 
because youngsters on their 
own have little money for ex­ 
tras. 
On the other hand, the re­ 
searchers pointed out, there 
may be a big boom in the kind 
of luxuries enjoyed by the over- 
40 crowd, such as travel, if 
parents have more money to 
spend on themselves. 
IF FEW ER YOUNG people 
are going to go to college, and 
with a dropping birth rate, the 
schools may find themselves 
with a lot of expensive empty 
buildings.

As had already been forecast 


earlier, a lot more kids are 
finding themsleves with adult 
criminal records since the Ifkto- 
21 -year-olds are no longer eligi­ 
ble for juvenile court. 


The whole trend, however, 
may not be a bad one. 


For a long time, we have kept 
our young people as children 
for a period long past their 
physical maturity. The kids 
have chafed and rebelled under 
the bit of enforced childhood 
until the age of 21 — and the 
results certainly haven’t been 
all good.

FORCING early 
adulthood upon them — some­ 
thing most of them badly want­ 
ed — may create an earlier 
maturity, too.

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Russia's Venus 8 Gives 
Daylight Look At Planet 


M E L V IN M A D D O C K S 


Indestructible Groucho Marx 
Is Worshipped Like A Shrine 


MOSCOW (UPD - Venus 8, in 
its 50-minute transmission from 
the unexplored daylight side of 
Venus, may have given scien­ 
tists their first real knowledge 
of the origin and make-up of 
earth’s closest planetary neigh­ 
bor, the Soviets said. 


“ For the first time, an at­ 
tempt has been made, to carry 
out measurements in the at­ 
mosphere of Venus and land a 
spacecraft on the daylight side 
of the planet's surface,” Dr. 
Mikhail Marov of the Soviet 
Space Communications Center 
said Sunday. 


“ All that we know about Ve­ 
nus today refers to the dark 
side,” he added. 
Official Soviet reports said 
the spacecraft, which soft land 
ed on the searing Venusian 
surface Saturday, was expected 
to determine the differences in 
conditions between the day and 
night sides of the “ morning 
star” planet. 
The Soviet’s Venus 7, the only 
other spacecraft to soft land on 
the planet, parachuted down 
through its thick, cloudy atmos­ 


phere to land on the dark side 
in December 1970. 
Day and night last about two 
months on Venus. 
Soviet scientists, through ra- 
dioastronomical observations 
and theorizing, said they ex­ 
pected little change in pressure 
and heat between the two sides 
because the heavy atmosphere 
maintained a relatively con 
stant temperature. 
“ Venus 8 is to check these 
assumptions 
experimentally,” 
the Tass news agency said. 
The Soviets did not say why 
the transmission stopped after 
50 minutes, but the reports sug­ 
gested surface temperatures up 
to 887 degrees and an atmos­ 
pheric pressure Of) times that on 
Earth may have burned out the 
2,950 pound lander or crushed 
it. 
The Soviets also suggested 
the transmission may have 
been the last work expected of 
the unmanned spacecraft. 
“ Operation on the surface 
was the closing phase of the 
long and complex Venus 8 ex­ 
periment,” Tass said in a com­ 
mentary. 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland (UPD 
Defending world champion 
Boris Spassky watched Bobby 
Fischer walk away from the 
ches* board and then joined the 
2,000 spectators in applause. 


Spassky had just resigned at 
the 41st move of the sixth game 
of their contest for the world 
chess championship. The w'in 
gave the Fischer, the challeng­ 
er, a 3-12 to 2-12 point lead in 
the battle, which could go to 24 
games. 
It was a game of which leg­ 
end is made. In 41 moves the 
29 year old New Yorker had de­ 
molished the world champion 
and the crowd went wild 
“ Bobby! Bobby!” they chant 
ed as the tall, lanky American 
rushed off the stage.

got up, collected his papers and 
slowly walked off.

SAIGON (UPI)—South Viet­ 
namese troops today recap­ 
tured a second of the coastal 
highlands distr.ct towns over­ 
run by the Communists three 
months ago but the Saigon com 
mand announced the loss of a 
fire base only 40 miles farther 
north. 
UPI reporter Edward Bassett 
said government rangers' 
walked in unopposed and raised 
their country’s flag over Tam 
Quan, 300 miles north of Saigon. 
The town is only 10 miles north 
of Bong Son, another district 
town liberated by South Viet­ 
namese paratroopers last Fri­ 
day. 
The Saigon command an­ 
nounced that Fire Base Lion 
overlooking the Que Son Valley, 
27 miles southwest of Da Nang 
and 40 miles north of Tam 
Quan, was abandoned under 
Communist attack Sunday. Mil­ 
itary sources in Da Nang told 
UPI reporter Ken Wagner that 
Lion w-as abandoned after a 
five-and-a-half-hour battle in 
which 20 men of a company of 
the South Vietnamese 2nd Divi­ 
sion's 6th Regiment were killed. 
Communist casualties were un­ 
known. 
The 
U.S. 
command 
an­ 
nounced that two Navy planes 
crashed from unknown causes 
while on missions over North 
Vietnam during the weekend. 
One pilot was listed as missing. 
A noon hour rocket attack 
today on the old imperial capi­ 
tal of Hue destroyed a house, 
killing tw’o civilians and wound­ 
ing another, spokesmen said. 
North of the Tam Quan ac­ 
tion, U.S. B52 bombers today 
hit suspected Communist posi­ 


tions along the western edge of 
Highway 1, the Quang Tri-Hue 
link that field officers say more 
than 1.000 North Vietnamese 
troops are threatening to cut. 
Navy planes from the aircraft 
carrier USS Kitty Hawk struck 
four miles south of Hanoi Sun­ 
day and touched off 12 second­ 
ary explosions in North Viet­ 
nam’s Van Dien battery plant, 
the U.S. command said today. 
The blasts sent a pillar of 
smoke 4,000 feet into the sky, 
spokesmen said. 
Sources told Wagner that 
Landing Zone Ross, about three 
miles from Lion, also was at­ 
tacked Sunday by 600 rounds of 
rocket and mortar fire. They 
said the defenders, two battal­ 
ions of the 6th Regiment, drove 
off the Communists with the aid 
of artillery’ and air strikes. 
North Vietnamese casualties 
were placed at 112 dead. Gov­ 
ernment losses were not known, 
spokesmen said 
The U.S. command said a 
Navy RF8 Crusader reconnaiss­ 
ance plane crashed Saturday 
fom unknown causes 35 miles 
south of Thanh Hoa in North 
Vietnam. It listed the pilot as 
missing. A command spokes­ 
man said an A7 Corsair II 
attack bomber crashed Sunday 
night in the Tonkin Gulf 50 
miles northeast of Vinh but the 
pilot was rescued.

Congestion Irks 
Highway Official 


By PATRICK CORMAN 
Frank E, Hawley, the top 
Federal high official in the 
West is an exemplary commut­ 
er. 


Most mornings, Hawley bikes 
from his Corte Madera home to 
a bus stop on Tamalpais Ave­ 
nue He boards a Golden Gate 
Bridge Transit District coach 
for a 25 minute ride to down­ 
town San Francisco. 


Som<- mornings he varies the 
routine and pedals to Sausalito 
to catch the ferrv. 


Hawley would like to see 
more commuters follow his ex­ 
ample His engineer’s mind re­ 
coils at the daily sight of near- 
ly-empty cars crossing the 
Golden Gate Bridge 
The 25-year veteran of high­ 
way construction and adminis­ 
tration wants the highway sys­ 
tem used as efficiently as 
possible. And one man — one 
car mucks up the clear stream 
of traffic. 
“ We’re a victim of our own 
success,” he said last weekend 
on the deck of his hilltop home 
at 12 Fairview Avenue as he 
watched cars moving smoothly 
on Highway 101. 
Hawley is 48. A native of 
Gallup, N.M., he graduated 
from the University of New 
Mexico with a degree in civil 
engineering. In 1947, he joined 
the Federal Highway Adminis­ 
tration (then the Bureau of Pub­ 
lic Roads) after a two-year stint 
as a pilot in World War II. 
He came to San Francisco 
from Louisiana in 1971 as depu­ 
ty regional administrator for 
the Federal Highway Adminis­ 
tration’s Region 9 and was 
named administrator July 3. 
Hawley is in charge of plan­ 
ning, designing, and construc­ 
tion of highway projects in Cali­ 
fornia, 
Arizona, 
Nevada, 
Hawaii, Guam, and American 
Samoa His department has a 
$550 million annual budget. 
Despite a growing hostility to 
highways, Hawley said that 
California’s love affair with 
their cars is far from over. “ I 
don’t ever see a turning away 
from the automobile,” he said 
with traces of a Louisiana 
drawl. "People aren’t ready to 
accept the loss of freedom and 
mobility ” 
He did condede that if auto­ 
motive engineers can’t find a 
solution to auto pollution, peo­ 
ple might have their right to 
unlimited travel curtailed. 
Until that eventuality, Haw­ 
ley is committed to strengthen­ 
ing the highway system. Al­ 
though he'd like to see mass 
transit u.^ed to move commut­ 
ers. he doesn’t think rail or 
ferry can do the job alone. 
“ Even when BART starts run­ 
ning,” he said, “ we’ll need a 
viable rubber-tired part of the 
transit system.” 
Hawley, who belongs t 
Sierra Club, also oppos« 
verting highway funds t( 
for rapid transit systems. 
What about the conservation

ist argument that building more 
freeways or improving existing 
ones generates more auto traff­ 
ic? “ I don’t feel we can get at 
the problems by lowering the 
quality of the product,” he said. 


The push to build new free­ 
ways is nearly over, according 
to Hawley. “ Our job in the 
1930s was getting the farmer 
out of the mud and connecting 
the cities. In 1956 we started the 
interstate highway network and 
that job is almost done.” 


The Federal Highway Admin­ 
istration, he said, is now turn­ 
ing its attention to improving 
the nation’s secondary arteries, 
such as Highway 101. 
Hawley’s staff also is working 
to solve congestion on Golden 
Gate Bridge 
He’d like to build a second 
deck on the bridge for the 
exclusive use of buses. The plan 
would include special bus lanes 
on Highway 101. Exclusive bus 
lanes will be tried this fall on 
Highway 101, according to Haw­ 
ley. 
Hawley also favors use of the 
old railroad right-of-way in Ma- . 
rin County as a special road­ 
way for buses. 
When he’s not overseeing his 
minor road-building empire, 
Hawley likes to play tennis, 
ride his bicycle, or square 
dance with his wife, Jeanne. 
The Hawleys have one son, F. 
Frederick, a senior at Louis­ 
iana State University. 
After 16 months as the chief 
highway builder in the city 
where the first shots of the 
freeway revolt were fired, Haw­ 
ley’s developed an ironic de­ 
tachment from his foes. “Free­ 
ways are okay,” he said, “as 
long as you don’t build them in 
front of my house.”

For Negro 


WASHINGTON (UPT -The 
Army nominated Brig. Gen. 
James F. Hamlet Monday to 
become the second Negro in 
Army history to achieve two- 
star rank. 


Hamlet, 50, a native of Alli­ 
ance, Ohio, was 32nd on a list of 
34 brigadier generals nominat­ 
ed for promotion to major gen­ 
eral. 


Placement on the list deter­ 
mines the order in which nomi­ 
nees pin on their second stars 
w hen openings occur among the 
ranks of major generals. 


Hamlet was nominated to be­ 
come a one-star general only 15 
months ago. At that time there 
was only one black general in 
the Army and one in tha Air 
Force. Another black general 
from each of those services had 
retired. 


The Army now' has nine Ne­ 
groes serving as generals or 
waiting for confirmation. The 
Air Force has two, and the 
National Guard and Army Re­ 
serves one each. There is one 
Negro admiral in the Navy. 


Hamlet, a helicopter pilot and 
graduate of St. Benedicts Col­ 
lege in Atchison, Kan., has 
served two tours in Vietnam. 
Until recently, he commanded 
the 3rd brigade of the 1st Cav­ 
alry division in Vietnam but 
has been reassigned to w'ork 
with the Army's assistant chief 
of staff for force development.

Counteroffensive Gathers Force 
Against Former Abortion Trend

Just one year a no, advocates 
of legalized abortion wen* rid­ 
ing a favorable current of state 
legislation and court decisions 
that seemed to point to an 
irresistible trend. 
Alaska, Hawaii, Washington 
and New York had greatly lib­ 
eralized their laws, virtually 
providing abortion on request. 
Thirteen other states and the 
District of Columbia allowed 
abortions under certain circum ­ 
stances. More than 30 other 
states were considering new 
abortion legislation. 
But today, a full-fledged 
counteroffensive is g ath erin g 
force in an election year that 
has politicians stepping warily 
on an emotional and politically 
sensitive issue. 
Right to Life co m m ittees 
have formed in virtually every 
sta te , conducting m ail c a m ­ 
paigns, educational program s, 
protests and lobbying drives in 
legislatures. .So successful were 
their efforts that only one state, 
Florida, has enacted abortion 
changes this year, and a liberal 
law in New York was retained 
oniy by Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller’s veto of the repeal act. 


THE DEMOCRATIC National 
Convention’s platform com m it­ 
tee defeated a proposal for a 
legalized abortion plank. 
“ We can’t he known as the 
abortion party.” one committee 
m em ber commented 
Sen. George McGovern, the 
Democratic presidential nomi­ 
nee. has called abortion reform 
a “ no win issue” and contends 
it should lx■ left up to the states. 
President Nixon said publicly 
he couldn’t square “ abortion on 
demand . . . with my personal 
belief in the sanctity of human 
life, including the life of the yet 
unborn.” 
The strength of the opposition 
in New York cam e as a sur­ 
prise to many reformers. 
“ We were really caught off 
guard Back in 1970 we thought 
the abortion issue in New York 
was secure and that progress 
throughout the country would 
he autom atic,” said Linda Zim­ 
m erm an, national coordinator 
for the Woman’s National Ainu- 
tion Action C oalition, (W o 
NAAC). “ It came as a shock. I 
think almrtion reform will he a 
long and difficult campaign, 
with some defeats ahead 1 m 
sure.” 
In addition to New 
York, 
many other state legislatuies 
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have felt the pressures of or­ 
ganized opposition. 
This past year, moves for 
liberalization were defeated in 
Georgia, Indiana, Rhode Island, 
Colorado, D elaw are, M aine, 
Kansas, Iowa, Illinois, Michi­ 
gan, Pennsylvania, Massachu­ 
setts and Connecticut. 


THE NATIONAL Committee 
for the Right to Life now has 
250 affiliates throughout the na­ 
tion, compared with about 1(H) 
two years ago. Groups such as 
Voice for the Unborn, I’iljzens 
Concerned for Life and Mobili­ 
zation for the Unnamed are 
lobbying and dem onstrating ef­ 
fectively 
to 
stem 
fu rth e r 
changes. 
The Roman Catholic Church 
is the most powerful opponent 
of legalized abortion, and m em­ 
bership in the Right to Life 
groups tends to lie heavily 
Catholic. 
* There’s no question where 
the opposition really com es 
from ,” says John A. Galbraith, 
an Ohio state representative 
who sponsored three futile e f­ 
forts to liberalize O hio’s alnir- 
tion law. 
“ If it w eren’t for the Catholic 
Church, the law would have 
been changed years ago ” 
The core of tin* abortion de­ 
bate is the right of the unborn 
child vs the right of the woman 
to control her body, an issue 
that has gained m om entum 
from the feminist movement. 
Both sides have tried to keep 
argum ents on legal and consti 
tutional grounds Both sides use 
polls and statistics to substanti 
ate their argum ents 
The Commission on Popula­ 
tion Growth and the American 
Future, 
headed 
by John I). 
Rockefeller III, reported that 
one half of Americans surveyed 
believe that abortion should be 
a decision between the mother 
and her physician, and that 
only six per cent were totally 
opposed to all abortions. 
Another 
j m >1I recently taken 


for Planned Parenthood indicat­ 
ed that 57 per cent, as opposed 
to 2d per cent six years ago, 
believed that “ the decision to 
have an abortion should be 
m ade solely between a woman 
and h er p h y sician .” Among 
Catholics surveyed, 54 per cent 
were said to concur. 


RIGHT TO Life has its own 
polls, one indicating that HO per 
cent of Americans are opposed 
to abortion on demand. 
While reform through the leg­ 
isla tu re seem s tem p o rarily 
stym ied, pro-abortion forces 
look to voters and the courts for 
the future. 
In Michigan, Ohio and North 
Dakota, proposals for abortion 
on demand will be put to the 
electorate in refcrcndums this 
November. 
Often, supporters of liberal­ 
ized laws are looking to the 
courts. More than 70 cases were 
decided in the past 2 12 years, 
and the m ajority widened ac­ 
cess to abortion State abortion 
laws were invalidated on var­ 
ious grounds; that they violated 
a women’s right to privacy and 
that the state could not inter­ 
fere with a woman’s right to 
term inate a pregnancy. 
Opponents of legal abortion 
also are fighting 111 the courts. 
A law professor at Fordham 
University, 
Robert 
M 
Byrn, 
challenged the New York State 
law on the grounds that it 
violates the 14th Amendment, 
which holds that no state shall 
“ deprive any person of life . . . 
without due process of law .” 
Byrn claimed that the unborn 
child is a “ person ” 
The state Court of Appeals, 
however, ruled that the extent 
to which a fetus should be 
protected is a value judgment 
t hat 
should 
rest 
not 
111 the 
courts, but in the legislature. 
Byrn has said he will appeal 
to the U.S. 
Supreme Court, 
already expected to rule next 
year on cases from Texas and 
Georgia.

graduate study in psychology 
and that she was for seven 
years 111 Jungian analysis. The 
system that is based on the 
philosophy of the noted psychol­ 
ogist Carl Gustav Jung, stress­ 
es the importance of dream s 
and uses their interpretation as 
keys to personality and prob­ 
lems. 


“JUN GIAN ANALYSIS en 
courages you to create,” Gloria 
explained. “Some people paint 
by looking at the outer world. 
They open their eyes and see 
the outer world. I close my eyes 
to see my inner world. 
“ P ain tin g my d ream s has 
helped me to realize more the 
inner life,” she said. She went 
on to emphasize that interpreta­ 
tions involved have nothing to 
do 
with 
popular 
so-called 
dream books that assign defi­ 
nite meanings to dream ing of 
certain objects or situations. 
“ It has to do with inner im ag­ 
ery. not objects,” she said. “ My 
pain tin gs are sym bolic, not 
realistic.” 
At present Gloria is m ost 
interested in doing her cartoons 
of lines from poems by such 
w riters as Joyce, Nietzsche, 
T.S. Eliot, Sylvia Plath and E. 
E. Cummings. 
An example of a Nietzsche 
line illu stra te d is titled “ I 
would believe only in a god who 
knew how to dance.” 
Speaking of her approach to 
painting, she said, “ I used to 
paint in a dancing dervish m an­ 
ner, listening to music or songs 
--- almost sometimes throwing 
the paint around. The dream 
paintings are just the opposite, 
^ more structural, geom etric and 
ordered — painted in states of 
control. 


“T H E Y ARE cold-blooded, so 
to speak, painted w ith the 
sweat pouring out of my arm ­ 
pits, while I held the brush very 
still. Now I’m trying to find a 
balance between those two ap­ 
proaches — to be more sponta­ 
neous again, but with control. 
“ The cartoons are an effort in 
that direction. They are done 
very quickly with very little 
thinking.” 
Gloria has had professional 
training in art, has taught it 
and some of her w'ork has been 
sold. But she does not consider 
her work comm ercial. 
“ I don’t paint for commercial 
use,” she noted, “ though people 
have bought some of my paint­

She received the B A. from 
Wayne University, with m ajor 
in language and literature, and 
just after graduation was m ar­ 
ried to her philosophy profes­ 
sor, C. West Churchamn, who 
now teaches in the business 
adm inistration departm ent at 
the University of California. He 
is the author of seven books in 
the field of decision making and 
the philosophy of sciences. 
They have one son, Josh, a 
student at the College of Marin. 
Gloria said she had always 
painted as a child but never 
studied it seriously until she 
and her husband cam e to San 
Francisco about 1956. She had 
taught for a while following 
graduation at a girls’ school in 
the East and had done graduate 
work in psychology at Western 
Reserve University in Cleve­ 
land. 


“IN CLEVELAND,” she re­ 
called, “ I had taken one class 
in drawing and the teacher said 
that 
was what I should be 
doing. When we cam e to San 
Francisco, I thought I would try 
something new and attended 
the San Francisco School of 
Fine Arts for two years. L ater I 
did advanced study in color at 
the Rudolph Schaeffer School of 
Design in the city. 
Five years ago the Church­ 
m ans moved to Mill Valley into 
the home they had build ac­ 
cording to plans of Dmitri Ve- 
densky but using their own 
ideas. 


For one year Gloria was a 
partner in the Anima Mundi 
shop in Mill Valley, for w'hieh 
she designed the interior and 
was in charge of selecting art­ 


i s t s ’ work for the gallery in the 
shop. 


She has had two one-man 
shows — one at the form er 
K aram anduca Gallery in San 
Francisco and one at the Uni­ 
tarian Church in San Rafael. 
Som<‘ of her things may be seen 
at the Cannery in San Francis­ 
co. 


Four of her paintings were 
bought by Marshall Fields and 
Co. of Chicago, whose repre­ 
sen tativ e w as com bing San 
Francisco for art to use in their 
displays of interior decoration.

Police officers tell me they 
already have more tips on

The RAP reward offer, I’m 
told, increased anonymous tips 
to over 6,000 a year in one 
medium-sized city and resulted 
in no major hauls. It could 
even, says one of the enforce­ 
ment men, have protected 
heavy suppliers for it aimed 
investigators at the “ little 
guy.” 
Another problem is that vin­ 
dictive people might use RAP 
to land their enemies in trouble 
or under surveillance.

WASHINGTON - A survey of 
medical data done for the Food 
and Drug Administration con­ 
cludes that, in general, aspirin 
is probably just as effective as 
combination products sold for 
the relief of common colds. 


The study was done by sever­ 
al medical panels of the Nation­ 
al Academy of Sciences — Na­ 
tional Research Council at the 
request of the federal agency. 
It included 27 products sold 
without a prescription. 
The only products rated fully 
effective in fulfilling claims for 
the relief of nasal congestion 
are Isophrin Nose Drop Solution 
and Chlorephrine Nyscaps. The 
report had reservations, howev­ 
er. about the latter’s claim to 
relieve symptoms of colds. 
Judged ineffective in reliev­ 
ing cold symptoms are Bris- 
tamin-APC Tablets, Vicks Tri- 
Span 12-Hour Decongestant 
Tablets and Theoporin AC Tab­ 


lets. The report added, howev­ 
er, that Bristamin was effective 
in relieving toothaches and 
menstrual pain. 


ALL OTHER products were 
considered either possibly ef­ 
fective or probably effective 
because conclusive medical 
proof had not been provided. 
In the category of “ probably 
effective” for the relief of nasal 
congestion are Privine Hy­ 
drochloride Nasal Jelly, Nasal 
Solution and Nasal Spray. Also 
in the group are: 
Benedrex Inhaler, Antistine- 
Privine Nasal Solution, For- 
thane Inhaler, Wvnamine Inhal­ 
er, Wyamine Sulfate Nasal Sol­ 
ution, Clopane Hydrochloride 
Solution and Vasoxyl Nasal Sol­ 
ution. 
The report was especially 
critical of antihistamines. It 
concluded that products that 
are either partly or wholly an­ 
tihistamines provide “ no alle­ 
viation of symptoms or shorten­ 


ing of the duration of symptoms 
of colds” although they may be 
effective in attacking symp­ 
toms of hay fever. 
Their only effective ingredi­ 
ent, said the report, is aspirin. 
The report implied that plain 
aspirin might be just as effec­ 
tive — it is also less expensive 
— but should he avoided by 
anyone allergic to it. 
Products in this category are 
Coricidin Cold Tablets, Histadyl 
and ASA. Compound Fulvules, 
Decapryn, Inhiston-APC Tab­ 
lets, Ampar Timed-Release 
Capsules and Bena-Fedrin Solu­ 
tion. The report warned that 
the method of applying the last- 
named drug externally may re­ 
sult in immunity to it.

PAYS TRIBUTE 
We must first pay tribute to 
Benito Garozzo and Pietro For- 
quet for getting a very fine 
slam contract with only 24 high- 
card points in the North-South 
hands. 


West had to decide whether 
or not to sacrifice at six dia­ 
monds. West felt pretty sure his 
ace of spades would take a 
trick, and he felt hopeful about 
getting a trump trick. He there­ 
fore decided to sit still and let 
Garozzo play the hand at six 
clubs. 


W est opened the 
ace of 
spades to make sure of putting 
that trick in the bank before 
declarer could get useful dis­ 
cards on dum m y’s announced 
hearts. West continued with the 
queen of spades, which rode 
around to the king. 


RIGHT TRUMP PLAY 
Garozzo now had only the 
possibility of a 3-0 trum p break 
to worry about. If either oppo­ 
nent were void of trum ps it was 
surely East, who had bid two 
suits. Garozzo therefore led the 
ace of clubs to guard against 
three trum ps in the West hand. 
The bad trump break showed 
up, and Garozzo easily picked 
up the rest of the trum ps and 
ran the hearts to make his slam 
contract. 


OTHER TABLE 
At the other table of the 
m atch an American pair held 
the North-South cards and dis­ 
played the sam e skill in bidding 
up to six clubs. At this table, 
how ever, G iorgio B elladonna 
bid six diamonds with the East 
hand. This sacrifice hid was 
doubled and defeated three 
tricks for a penalty of only 500 
points. The difference between 
the slam and the sacrifice was 
870 points in favor of the Italian 
team. 
I wonder how many bridge 
players, even experts, would 
think it necessary to sacrifice 
against six clubs if they held 
these powerful West cards.

Sometimes the overtones of 
the play are too sophomoric, 
but then Miss Roper’s charac­ 
ters explode with some sizzling 
dialogue which puts the play on 
a very professional level.

The share of the costs provided by 
tuition cannot be expected to be main­ 
tained, much less increased, if private 
institutions such as these are to be within 
the reach of students,“ the study said. 
“ However one calculates the revenue 
needs of the present or future, some 
feasible method of shared or multiple 
financing must be implemented,” the 
report said. 
It said that each of the institutions 
studied received an average of $97,(X)0 
from federal revenue, but it emphasized 
that current federal programs “ are all 
categorical and do not provide funds for 
general operations”. 
“ The need for state and federal assist­ 
ance seems clearly urgent,” the report 
said. 
About 25 per cent of American college 
students attend Catholic institutions, ac­ 
cording to the study.

He learned from a Marin McGovern 
delegate, Neal Kent, a young housewife, 
m at volunteers were needed by the dele­ 
gation, and his parents, Professor and 
Mrs. Jam es William McClendon, agreed 
to pay his fare on the huge plane which 
lH>re 350 McGovern delegates and friends 
from Los Angeles to Miami. 


Once in the steamy, muggy, sprawling 
resort city, McClendon and the other 
Californians found that their quarters at 
the Doral Country Club. 25 miles from 
the convention center, created innum era­ 
ble problems. 


i t didn’t work out very well for them 
or us,” McClendon said about the hotel. 
The many young and poor California 
M cGovern delegates found the food 
prices in the hotel appalling — and there 
were no nearby grocery stores or cheap 
restaurants. 
“ The Doral Country Club prices gener­ 
ally barred people from eating,” he said. 
A notice tacked on a bulletin board that 
waitresses in the hotel made $5.86 a day 
and depended on tips for their living 
brought only rueful smiles from the 
broke delegates — who couldn’t afford to 
eat in the restaurants, much less tip. 
Young McClendon said be was better 
off than m any delegates because as a 
driver for the delegation, he could some­ 
times pick up food at a Miami grocery 
store. Once he accepted an offer from an 
unseated delegate to cook pork chops in 
her room which had a kitchenette. 
Finally, one night at the convention, 
Colonel Sanders treated all the delegates 
to his friedhicken. There was some talk

among the Californians, McClendon said, 
of donating their boxes of chicken to poor 
people staying in a park, “ but most of 
the delegates were so hungry they ate 
their chicken.” 


McClendon spent his time “ almost 
entirely with McGovern people,” so he 
ran into little hostility against young 
persons at the convention. 


One night, however, he sat in the 
gallery near two women who, he said, 
called the convention “ disgusting” and 
“ said the vote never should have been 
given to 18-year-olds.” The young said 
with a smile, “ I kept pretty quiet.” 


In the California McGovern delegation, 
there was “ not much conflict,” the youth 
said, although he noted a general animos­ 
ity toward Sen. John V. Tunney, who 
“didn’t even stay with the rest of the 
delegation at the Doral.” 
The younger California senator was 
seldom in evidence, young McClendon 
said, when the delegation caucused, but 


Sen. Alan Cranston joined the delegates 
both casually and in formal sessions. 
“ Cranston mingled with people,” the 
youth said. 
As for the delegation’s “ chairperson,” 
Assemblyman Willie IJqBrown of San 
Francisco, McClendon said he presided 
over the delegates in a m anner that was 
“ very fun.” 
“ He referred to the delegation as ‘the 
fam ily,’ ” McClendon said, “ and if you 
can imagine 271 people in a family, it 
was like a fam ily.” 
In contrast to earlier conventions, there 
was not much drinking — at least among 
the Californians, McClendon said, mainly 
because most couldn’t afford it. 
“ I heard that the m anager of the Doral 
Country Club said at one point that there 
was no one in the three bars there,” 
McClendon said. 
“ One night, though,” he added with a 
sm ile, 
“ M adeline H aas 
R ussell (a 
wealthy San Francisco Democrat) bought 
the drinks and everyone drank.” 


Young McClendon’s duties in Miami 
consisted of driving cars rented by .the 
delegation back and forth to the conven­ 
tion and other hotels where caucuses 
were held. 


“ I’d l>e fold to pick up eight people to 
take them somewhere and I’d drive up 
and 12 people would get in,” he said. 


On his off duty hours he scrounged

throng on the floor.

gallery were voting,” Ik* said about the 
session which lasted almost to dawn. 


McClendon had been confident from 
the outset about the nomination of his 
candidate McGovern but said that he, 
like many of the delegates, had never 
heard of Sen. Thomas Kagjeton, the vice 
presidential nominee, until the day of his 
nomination. 


When I read in the paper that he was 
a Catholic, from a border state and was a 
senator, 1 knew he would be nominated,” 
the youth said.

Nixon Panel Asked To 
Take The Major Role

WASHINGTON - T(» p ara­ 
phrase Mark Twain, federal of­ 
ficials are always talking pro 
duetivlty but few seem able to 
do anything about it. A new 
report issued by a joint eco­ 
nom ic subcom m ittee dem on­ 
strates why: the problem is 
easy to identify, but nobody yet 
has the answers. 
But the subcommittee does at 
least pose some questions and 
toss out some tentative sugges­ 
tions. And it calls strenuously 
on President Nixon’s long-dor­ 
m ant National Commission on 
Productivity to put its newly 
authorized staff funds to work 
and become more productive 
itself. 
The subcommittee on priori­ 
ties and economy in govern­ 
ment, headed by Sen William 
Proxm ire, D-Wis., of course, 
had no trouble at all dram atiz­ 
ing what its report calls “ a 
productivity crisis req u irin g 
new policies for increasing na­ 
tional efficiency.” 
From 1948 to 1957, productivi­ 
ty as measured by output per 
unit of input increased at an 
annual rate of 2.3 per cent, the 
report recounted. From 1957 to 
I960, the increase was 2.8 per 
cent, and from 1966 to 1971, a 
bare 1 per cent. 
Measured in term s of output 
per manhour, the pattern was 
the sam e: 3.3 per cent from 
1948 to 1957, 3.5 per cent from 
1957 to 1966, 2 per cent from 
1906 to 1971. And, the report 
added, “The most recent expe­ 
rience in 1972 for which we now 
have measurem ent —■ the first 
quarter — shows a renewed 
r e ta r d a tio n of p ro d u c tiv ity 
grow th.” 
Offering a few specific ideas 
on ways to move, the subcom­ 
m ittee called on Nixon’s nearly 
2-year-old productivity commis­ 


sion to take the lead role in 
trying to push the rate of pro­ 
ductivity in crease back up 
again. 


The productivity commission, 
made up of representatives of 
industry, labor, and gov ern ­ 
ment and chaired now by Com­ 
merce Secretary Peter Peter­ 
son, has done little since its 
creation in 1970. Initially, it was 
interpreted by most observers 
~ and by at least some of its 
members — as simply a White 
House charade designed to off­ 
set pressure that was already 
growing on the President to 
impose some kind of wage-priee 
restraint. It operated with a 
tiny staff on a starvation budg­ 
et. 


In the new fiscal year that 
started this month, however, its 
budget has been increased to $5 
million, and the subcommittee 
urged It to take on a heavy 
workload. 


It recom m ended th a t the 
commission ‘‘im mediately un­ 
dertake and report to Congress 
within the next three month 
steps taken to increase produc­ 
tiv ity .” Among the possible 
areas for examination, it sug­ 
gested, are “ institutional bar­ 
riers to change” such as the 
loss of pension rights in job 
transfers, the effect of patent 
policy, 
and 
‘‘the 
b a rrie rs 
caused by insufficient incentive 
for investm ent.” 
Productivity commission rec­ 
om m endations on investm ent 
incentives might force Demo­ 
cratic spokesmen to make an 
awkward choice: in many in­ 
stan ces, the le g isla to rs who 
have shown the most interest in 
the productivity problem are 
the same ones who are calling 
for repeal of tax “ loopholes” 
such as accelerated deprecia­ 
tion, which was designed specif­ 
ically as an investm ent incen­ 
tive.

New York Finally 
Acting On Noise

NEW YORK - Drivers of 
ice-cream trucks be warned. 


After Sept. 1, don’t ring your 
bells for longer than 10 seconds 
every 10 minutes. Not here in 
New York City anyway. We 
can’t stand the noise. 


It’s part of New York’s noise 
control legislation, term ed the 
m ost com prehensive in the 
country, recently approved by 
the City Council’s Committee 
on Environmental Protection. 
Approval by the full council, 
and by Mayor John V. Lindsay, 
is expected next month. 
Restricting ice-cream bells is 
an 
indication of how wider- 
ranging the legislation is. Ice­ 
cream bells are at the bottom 
of the list of annoying noises. At 
the top: subway trains, con­ 
struction equipment, and car 
horns. All will be tightly con­ 
trolled. Motorcar horns are to 
be muted, starting with 1974 
models. 
N oise m ade by businesses 
and individuals will also be 
controlled. Stores selling ra ­ 
dios, television sets, and so on, 
will no longer be allowed to 
advertise by blaring music into 
the streets.

The commission will consider 
attorney Thomas Schaal s pro­ 
posal for an 80 unit residential 
development on the site of the 
old Dollar Estate at 1408 Mis­ 
sion Avenue. 
Townhouse# and condom i­ 
nium ap artm en ts have been 
proposed for the 11.1 acre par 
cel, Hotchner said 
The commission also will con­ 
sider a proposal by the Met ar 
thy Co. of Northern California 
for 168 apartment units and 124 
townhouse units on a 54 acre 
parcel on San Pablo Avenue. 


Nor will individuals be al­ 
lowed to play radios or tape 
re c o rd e rs on r a p id - tr a n s it 
trains, buses, or ferry boats, if 
the noise can be heard by 
anyone but the operator. 


“ A ha,” say sk ep tics, “ but 
how will we prosecute?” They 
point to a “ no honking” law 
that hs been on the books for 15 
years standing, and yet New 
York is still full of honks. 


Theodore S. Weiss, M anhat­ 
tan Democrat-Liberal, who in­ 
troduced the bill, replies that 
for the first tim e penalties will 
he imposed without the need for 
criminal action. These start at 
$50 for a first offense and go up 
to $2000 a day for some subse­ 
quent offenses. 


They will be levied by the 
c ity 's E nviro n m en tal Control 
Board after investigation by its 
inspectors. Citizens’ complaints 
have also been authorized by 
tho legislation. Any crim inal 
action that might lie needed 
will he the responsibility of the 
police departm ent. It could re­ 
sult in up to 60 days in prison 
plus heavy fines, 


“ It looks as if at last we’ll 
have the legal power to go after 
noise pollution,” says Air Re­ 
sources Commissioner Fred C. 
Hart.

It 
is unfair to call these people 
fakers, because they are care­ 
fully trained to mimic a sick 
person. The best subjects are 
dram a students and actors. In­ 
te re ste d technicians, se c re ­ 
taries, and housewives may al­ 
so have a flair for acting. 
Simulators provide a new meth­ 
od of teaching medical students 
and those in postgraduate train­ 
ing. 
We say this because it is not 
always easy to find genuinely 
ill people who are willing to be 
exam ined for this purpose. 


DR. BARROWS begins by 
trying to describe what the 
illness would be like if the 
sim ulator had it. This includes 
the complaints the person tells 
his physician and how the disor­ 
der affects his job and family. 
He is then told what he can 
expect the exam iner to say and 
the symptoms he must rem em ­ 
ber in case the exam iner brings 
up related symptoms. 
With training, they learn, for 
exam ple, to sim ulate a stroke 
victim complete with paralysis 
on one side of the body and the 
usual changes in reflexes and 
d ifficulties th at ensue when 
trying to talk or walk. This 
method also lends itself to the 
projuction of videotapes show­ 
ing simulated patients with var­ 
ious types of psychiatric prob­ 
lems. The teaching possibilities 
of simulation are unlimited. It 
m ay be a new technique for 
medical schools, but is old hat 
to the producers of medical TV 
shows.

Salmon Are Harvested At 
Domsea Farms In Seattle 


NKW YORK (UPI)-To most 
people a farm is a plot of land 
devoted to growing food. 
To Jon Lindbergh, 39, son of 
Charles Lindbergh, the famed 
aviator, it can be and is a body 
of water where protein in the 
form of salmon is grown like 
some people grow wheat or 
com. 
Lindbergh’s Domsea Farms 
operation in Seattle is the only 
salt water salmon “ farm” in 
the United States. Marine Pro­ 
tein Corp. of New York has a 
fresh water salmon farm in 
Millheim, Pa., and is building 
another surh silo plant at Mam- 
mouth Springs, Ark. 
Lindbergh, vice president and 
director of Domsea Farms, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Union Car­ 
bide, has specialized in aqua­ 
culture for years. His interest 
sharpened as oceans become 
more and more polluted, endan­ 
gering the world’ssupply of 
protein, necessary to life. 


Aside from humanitarian mo­ 
tives, Lindbergh sees a $10 mil­ 


lion to $40 million market in the 
pan sized coho and ehinook 
salmon he farms in Puget 
Sound, just west of Seattle. 


Since the project began early 
in 1970 Domsea has harvested 
250,000 pan-sized salmon with 
technical and financial assist­ 
ance from the National Ocean 
and Atmospheric Administra 
tion. lie cause of pollution, the 
going price of Atlantic salmon 
has soared to $ 0 per pound. 
Domsea gets about $1.25 per 
pound and the wholesaler about 
$1.75. 


The pan-sized salmon, about 
a pound or less, hes been test 
marketed in restaurants in Se­ 
attle, San Francisco, Washing 
ton, D.C. and Newton, Mass., 
and Domsea described custom­ 
er reaction as “ good.” 


Many countries have checked 
out the Domsea operation, in­ 
cluding Canada, Chile, Japan, 
Norway and the Soviet Union.

Good Economic News 
Pushes Stock Prices Up 


N EW YORK (UPI) -With fa­ 
vorable economic news as a 
reference point, stocks prices 
rose sharply during the first 
two hours today in fairly active 
trading on the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
Advances led declines, 973 to 
297, among the 1,564 issues 
crossing the tape. The two-hour 
turnover amounted to more 
than 7,180,000 shares. 
Investors were encouraged by 
pre-weekend government re­ 
ports that the gross national 
product was up sharply in June 
and the consumer price index 
increase rate was cut. Also, 
corporate earnings generally 
are up, and a private survey 


showed consumers were gain­ 
ing confidence in the economy. 
Also, some analysts said 
investors belatedly may be ex­ 
pressing encouragement at the 
Federal Reserve Board’s recent 
decision to support the dollar 
abroad. 
Occidental Petroleum was the 
most active issue, off 3-4 at 15 
on 311,700 shares. The issue 
rose sharply last week after 
announcing a deal with the 
Soviet Union, but many ana­ 
lysts have questioned the finan­ 
cial strength of the company to 
make it work.
